Reagan budget cuts threaten 
rider ed

WASHINGTON, D.C., FEB. 23 

President Ronald Reagan, in his program for economic recovery, has 
proposed major budget cuts in the Department of Transportation’s 
Highway Safety Grants Program. These cuts will drastically reduce 
the grant money the National Highway Traffic Safety Administration 
makes available to the states for motorcycle rider education programs, 
helmet effectiveness research and other safety projects of this nature. 

Under Reagan’s proposal, the Highway Safety Grants Program’s 
expenditures will be slashed by $16 million in fiscal year 1982 and by 
$163 million in FY86. This will leave DOT with $194 million for its grant 
program in FY82 and $81 million in FY86. Under the current budget, 
compiled by the Carter Administration, DOT would have expended 
$210 million in FY82 and $244 million in FY86. Even with the Reagan 
Administration’s large-scale grant’s program cuts, DOT's budget in 
this area still will not balance by FY86. 

According to the economic recovery document Reagan sent to 
Congress, the Administration will propose legislation — probably dur- 
ing this year’s reauthorization of the Highway Safety Act — to restrict 
eligibility only to programs that have been successful in promoting 
highway safety. In a recent report, the General Accounting Office 
criticized the grant program, concluding that it had no impact on re- 
ducing highway fatalities. NHTSA has traditionally used its share of 
this grant money to promote helmet use rather than rider education. 
Reagan also believes that federal funding to the states for the enforce- 
ment of the 55 mph speed limit should be eliminated. 

If Congress approves Reagan’s proposals, the Highway Safety 
Grant Program will only deal with items that have shown effectiveness 
in reducing fatalities such as alcohol safety, emergency medical 
service training and the collection of traffic accident data. No grant 
money will be given to the states for programs such as driver/pedestrian 
behavior research. 

These proposed cuts come at a time when motorcycle interest 
groups hoped NHTSA would put more time and money into promoting 
rider education programs. However, what funds remain could be 
channeled into this effort depending on the inclination of the new 
NHTSA administrator. Reagan’s nominee for that post, Raymond 
Peck, is the former director of regulatory affairs for the National Coal 
Association. He had previously served in the Department of the 
Interior. Peck must still be confirmed by the Senate. The Committee 
on Commerce, Science and Transportation is planning to hold a hear- 
ing on his nomination in the near future.

American Honda Motor Company, 
Inc., Kawasaki Motors Corporation, 
and U.S. Suzuki Motor Corporation 
will post contingent prize money 
for the 1981 Superbike Series. The 
unique prize funds will be available 
at each series race to the top 10 
non-factory sponsored finishers 
riding each of the participating 
brands. The companies will each 
post $2,000 for all point-paying 
races in the Superbike Series, up to 
a total of 10 races. Assuming there 
are 10 non-factory-sponsored 
finishers on each of the three 
participating brands, the manufac- 
turers’ contingent prize money 
would total $6,000 per event. 


Clarification: Remember that 10 sec- 
ond quarter mile time turned in by a 
“stock” '81 Kawasaki GPz1100 that we 
announced in last week's paper?

Papa phoned Kawa- 
saki and got the following answers: The 
members of the enthusiast press were 
two Cycle Magazine staffers who were 
at Orange County International Race- 
way “more or less by coincidence,” ac- 
cording to a Kawasaki spokesman. Yes, 
the machine was a pre-production 
prototype. They were at OCIR to do 


some tire testing, and while the 1100 
wasn't slick-shod, the tires mounted at 
the time of the 10-second run were not 
the ones that came on it from Japan. 
The tires that came on the prototype 
were Bridgestones, a 3.25-V19 L303A 
on front and a 4.25-V18 G506 on the 
rear. They tested Dunlop 181 tires 
(used during the run), a 3.50-V19 on 
front and a 4.60-V18 on back, and 
recommended that the factory mount 
them on the final production version 
of the '81 Kawasaki GPz1100.

The reason Honda's Freddie Spencer 
retired from the Houston Astrodome 
TT National was due to a separated 
shoulder incurred in an opening lap 
shunt. After the race it was feared that 
the shoulder was broken, but Spencer 
saw a specialist in Shreveport, LA, 
who diagnosed it as a separation. “He'll 
be in a sling for a few weeks, but he'll 
be ready for Daytona,” said Honda 
Racing Team Manger Dennis McKay.

District 37 replies 


I was quite dismayed to read Rick 
Gochnaur’s letter in the Feb. 11 issue 
of Cycle News. For someone who 
claims to normally refrain from com- 
menting on internal politics, he 
certainly seems to be doing a fair job 
of promoting divisiveness with his 
unsupported and  unsupportable 
accusations. 


While AMA and District 37 have 
joined with other public land users’ 
groups, including NOC, CORVA, and 
several non-ORV groups, in providing 
input (most ignored) to the BLM’s 
Desert Plan Staff, we had long ago 
picked our battleground. In order to 
fight that battle, the one we have the 
best chance to win and that will do the 
most good for all of us, we had to work 
quietly during the formulation of the 
Desert Plan by the BLM. We have not 
had the resources to file suit at the 
drop of a hat (If there really is a “very 
plump legal defense fund” somewhere 
in District 37, I wish Rick Gochnaur 
would find it for me. We could use it. 
Attorneys are expensive!), but we're 
conserving. our limited funds 
(compared to the Sierra Club’s war 
chest) for the fight that we could win. 
We are now suing the BLM in federal 
court to overturn the entire Desert 
Plan. If we succeed, it will mean a 
plan based on real multiple use and 
sustained yield, which means more 
ground for all of us. 


Don’t be misled by people telling 
you that the BLM is the enemy. The 
real enemy is the Sierra Club and 
other preservationist groups. The 
BLM is merely the battleground. The 
BLM is composed of bureaucrats who 
really don’t care about ORVs or pre- 
servationism. They care about keeping 
their jobs. Bureaucrats will go which- 
ever way they are pushed and the best 
way to push is in the courts. I do agree 
though, that Louis McKey and his 
supporters, including many District 37 
riders (remember, B-to-V is a District 
37 event, and we have filed for a race 
permit every year since the last legal B- 
to-V race), have done our cause a lot 
of good in keeping people involved 
and motivated. But in the meantime, 
the Sierra Club has been filing harass- 
ment suits like the one we are involved 
in over the Check Chase (and the 











Seirra Club does have a “plump legal 
defense fund”). 

Rick Gochnaur is right on one 
thing. It is time to get on with it, and 
getting on with it takes money.

When the Knight-framed, Jerry 
Greer-built Kawasaki flat tracker 
featured in your November issue was 
won by someone other than myself, I 
immediately went down to Long 
Beach Kawasaki and ordered an 
engine. I then got on the phone to 
Knight Frames (I was going to be 
ready for the 1981 District 37 season). 
Despite my efforts the season started 
without me. 

Engine? I had received my engine 
five weeks earlier. Frame? What a 
joke! The closest I ever got to that 
frame was the one on the front page of 
Cycle News. 

I ordered the frame on Nov. 25 and 
was told by Knight that they had a 
frame already built and in stock. It 
would take a week to plate and I'd 
receive it two days later. I called every 
week after for two months, and every 
time I was assured that I'd have it in a 
few days. It was obvious that I was 
being shuffled back to accommodate 
other riders. 

Unless your name is Kenny Roberts, 
Mert Lawwill, or even Pete Hames, 
rather than get the runaround, order a 
frame from someone else, anyone else. 
I still don’t have a frame, I just (2/5) 
now got my money back after having 
to call Cycle News and getting them to 
talk to Knight. Thanks for the help, 
but next time you feature a mail order 
flat tracker, find someone who has 
something to deliver.

We contacted Terry Knight of Knight 
Fabrication, and he immediately 
denied the charge of accommodating 
other riders at McKee’s expense. “We 
didn’t have them built. There were no 
other Kawasakis given to anyone else. 
There were other riders who ordered 
before him, and they just now got their 
bikes. We build a lot of different 
frames and they have to be done in 
sequence. We probably had the run 
scheduled for earlier than it was 
actually done. They're handcrafted 
products — we take our time and do it 
right. If we mtsschedule a run it does 
create some problems, and we missed 
our commitment on Kawasaki frames. 
But in the frame business the lead time 
is 3-4 weeks. Our mistake was in not 
informing him of that — I won't 
dispute that. There was a lack of 
communication on our part, and I'm 
not happy about that. But it was 
nothing premeditated or a case of 
putting other people in front of him.” 
Concerning future projects, Ward, 
we're presently working with Jerry 
Greer on a totally experimental TT 
bike, a 490 Maico. Knight is building 
a special frame — which we assume 
he'll be able to reproduce should 
orders warrant that — and Maico has 
already promised to make the 490 
motors available sometime in May...

Mike Yarn held off a last-lap move by 
Junior-ranked Kenny Roberts to win 
an indoor short track race in San 
Francisco's Cow Palace. Greg Hodges 
finished third. Yarn took the Cow 
Palace series title by three points over 
Dave Hansen, Al Kenyon, and 
Roberts. 


Bill Urban was the first American 
rider to beat the Puch factory assault 
on CMC motocross events as he 
defeated Belgian Harry Everts at 
Claude Osteen's Cycle Park. It was not 
actually a defeat for Puch, however, 
because Urban was mounted on the 
spare bike the Europeans had. In 
other action, Mike Cram won the 
250cc Senior class and Lars Larsson 
won the 500cc Seniors. 


Belgian Christian Gouverneur, one 
of the two Puch factory riders in the 
U.S., was the first rider up and over 
Saddleback's infamous Matterhorn on 
a 125cc machine. 


Motorcycle Owners, Riders and 
Enthusiasts president Russ Sanford 
wrote that, “We thought that this had 
died once and for all, last year. But I 
have received word from the National 
Highway Traffic Safety Administra- 
tion that ‘California is one of only 
eight states which have not yet 
enacted a motorcycle protective head- 
gear statute. Secretary Volpe has 
asked Governor Reagan that a helmet 
law be sought in the 1971 legislative 
session.” 


Indoor short track racing at Monroe, 
WA, continued where it left off, with 
Steve Baker taking the 125cc Expert A 
class and then finishing second to 
-Randy Skiver in the 250cc Expert A 
class. 


Motocross racing in Austin, TX, saw 
16-year-old Jack Hicks take his 250 
CZ to wins in both the 250cc and Open 
Expert classes. Yamaha-mounted 
Steve Stackable took the 125cc Expert 
laurels. 


High winds hit the desert, but they 
didn’t slow down Larry Pfutzenreuter 
or his 250 Bultaco, as they took the 
overall win in the Desert M.C.-hosted 
D-37 hare ‘n’ hound. Mike Patrick 
finished second overall ahead of Bill 
Bogner. In the Trailbike wars, Randy 
Milligan was the victor over Cordis 
Brooks. 


Reg Pridmore was the Open GP 
winner over John McGillivray and 
Don Emde in an ACA road race at 
Riverside Raceway. Jerry Greene 
defeated Pat Evans in 250cc GP, while 
Steve McLaughlin and his Honda 4 
bested Pridmore’s Norton in Open 
Production. 


Triumph-mounted Bill Budde won 
the 650cc Junior/Expert class in rough 
scrambles competition at Salinas. 
Husky rider Bob Grossi captured the 
500cc Expert class. 


DeHesa Speedway in El Cajon, CA, 
was the site of a motocross and a 
double win by Bill Silverthorn. 
Silverthorn won the 125cc and Open 
Expert classes on Penton and 
Husqvarna machinery, respectively.

Paper promises of an ultimate MXer

Honda’s advertising campaign for the 1981 El- 
sinore line of motocross bikes should begin on 
the moon. These watercooled single-shock 
wonders are as spacey-looking as a Buck Rogers 


motodream and just as hard to 
have imagined a few short years 
past. 

The ’81 CR125R is almost 


completely changed from last year's 
eighth-liter Honda. The new model is 
faster, but has less midrange power; 
handles better, yet is heavier than its 
"79 cousin, and offers a simple sus- 

nsion and complicated motor cool- 
ing system to further confuse trackside 
pundits. 

Individual specifications may be con- 
tradictory, but the total package is 
greater than the sum of its parts. The 
CR125R works on the track, and that's 
where it counts. 


Pro-Link is Honda’s trade name for 
progressive linkage rear suspension. It's 


the single major reason for the bike's 
quick lap times. It would appear that 
Honda engineers took a long look at 
other single shock suspensions, then 
chose to innovate their own design 
rather than try to improve on other 
ideas. 

The result is amazing in both sim- 
plicity and effectiveness. Although the 
shock location is similar to that of 
Suzuki's Floater and Kawasaki's Uni- 
Trak, the Pro-Link’s simple linkage is 
mounted beneath the swingarm near 
the pivot point with no need for vulner- 
able, complex and heavy struts to 
carry the swingarm forces to the top of 
the shock. 

Most important, however, are the 
rising rate capabilities of the system. 
The greater the rear wheel movement, 





the faster the shock piston travels, 
thereby creating a soft initial spring 
and damping rate that becomes pro- 
gressively stronger as wheel movement 
increases. 

On the track this means comfort 
and control to the rider. Truly vicious 
stutter bumps can be ridden over with 
the pilot seated and the rear tire biting 
for traction. The test riders were all in 
agreement that the Pro-Link offered a 
iais ride than any set-up short of 
Ohlins mounted on a Husky or Maico. 

High speed stability was equally 
good since the single shock had most of 
its damping saved for the final six 
inches of wheel travel. Despite repeated 
attempts to bottom the suspension on 
a set of double jumps, the little Honda 
remained ser and controlled even 
though the riders’ weights varied by 40 
Ibs. 

The shock is adjustable four differ- 
ent ways: preload, rebound damping, 
air pressure and oil volume. Honda's 
nicely done owner's manual clearly 
and easily explains how to perform 
each adjustment. 

On the other end of the CR rests the 
finest front suspension unit currently 
available for lightweight motocross 





mounts. KYB manufactures the units, 
not Showa as is customary with 
Hondas. Despite a few raised eyebrows, 
the 11.6 inch travel suspenders are 
positive, nearly flex-free and are vir- 
turally identical to the forks found on 
Suzuki's new RM125. 

The superior suspension and 30° 
steering head angle translate to pre- 
cision on the track. Neutral steering 
chracteristics make the bike easy to 
corner on inside lines or sweeping 
berms. Changing lines or squaring a 
turn were done effectively. This is a 
particularly good advantage for the 
rider on tracks where a single good line 
is used by most riders. Turning the 
Honda to the inside, even jumping 
across the main berm, could give the 
CR an advantage on the competition 
since the Pro-Link would soak up even 
the worst ruts and whoops and give the 
rider a chance to edge ahead at the 
end of the straight. 

The rider’s skill was tested most by 
the Honda's narrow power delivery. 
Drag races with other brands showed 
the Honda to be at or near the top of 
the class, but exits from slow turns had 
to be performed flawlessly or the CR 
fell on its face. The test riders all de-

veloped the habit of riding with one 
finger on the clutch. Honda’s dogleg 
lever is curved wrong for easy one 
finger operation since the lever hits the 
other fingers before disengaging. Much 
adjustment and clamp moving was 
done to make the bike rideable. 


With the Elsinore kept in the power 
range, the bike is a barn burner. 
Three shifts were common for even a 
short straight and even 250cc bikes 
were occasionally out-powered through 
rough sections. The bike wheelies too 
easily coming out of turns, and the 
wide radiator wings make it difficult to 
slide forward onto the tank. 

Fortunately, the short gas tank kept 
the rider’s weight on the front wheel 
adequately for most situations, and 
the well planned radiator positioning 
has positive aspects. Yamaha mounts 
their radiator on the front forks which 
adds weight to steering inertia and in- 
creases the number of hose connections 
as the water circulates down through 
the frame. Suzuki and Kawasaki 
mount their cooling core near the en- 
gine but in line with mud and rocks 
thrown from the front wheel. 

Honda chose to use two small radi- 
ators and mount them on the frame in 
front of the tank. The airscogp wings 
that direct the cooling breezes add to 
the bike’s bizarre look but work well 
enough to require several minutes 
warm-up time. The engineers in Japan 
who so cleverly positioned the radiator, 
somehow mounted the impeller pump 
for circulating the coolant off the left 
side of the engine in a very vulnerable 
location while also leaving the hoses 
unguarded and exposed to footpegs 
and rock damage. 





Gear box ratios have been changed 
from last year’s CR to help match the 
engine power but overall gearing is too 
high for tight tracks. Shifting from 
second to third gear was sometimes 
troublesome as the power must be 
rolled off or the clutch used to change 
gears. A nice touch is the folding tip 
on the shift lever. 

Bridgestone's latest tires grace the 
rims and provide ample traction on 
most surfaces and very fine braking 
traction. Honda’s design for the rear 
brake lever is at first difficult to use, 
but the front brake is strong and con- 
trolled. Outbraking the competition 
was added to the rider’s list of ways to 
pass as soon as the testers felt confident 
with the CR's progressive front binder. 


Keihin’s latest fuel/air mixer looks 
suspiciously similar to the Mikuni car- 
buretors found on other Japanese moto- 
cross machines. Original or not, the 
design worked well and jetting was 
crisp throughout horsepower range. 
Honda recommends 92 or above 
octane gasoline which sometimes is 
hard to find. At one test session we 
noted a subtle pinging at high rpm 
and switched gas brands to cure the 
problem. 

Honda's latest offering for the moto- 
cross wars is certainly on par with the 
competition on the track and light 
years ahead on the drawing board. 
The CR125R will win its share of races 
in ’81, but if Honda will stay with the 
project to correct and fine tune the 
small problems throughout the race 
season, then incorporate their finding 
into next year’s machine, the future 
will be obvious. 1982 will be a very peed 
year for Honda.

Round one 


Burleson bests 
Chaparrals’ Coyote

RED MOUNTAIN, CA, FEB. 22 


Seven-time National Enduro Champion Dick 
Burleson rode what he figured to be a top five 


finish in the opening round of the 1981 AMA 
National Enduro Championship series. Hus- 


qvarna-mounted Burleson, who 
is not particularly fond of the 
desert, rode a conservative race 
(for him), but when his competi- 


tion made big mistakes (i.e., burning 
checks), Burleson was sitting all alone 





in a most familiar position, overall 
winner, dropping six points. 

At least three other riders had better 
special test scores than Burleson, but 
all fell to crossing the check flags early 
and it cost them dearly. Fellow Husky 
team member Rick Munyon would 





have been just five points down but 
ended up with seven, burning a check 
on the third loop. Rick even went 
back out and rerode the section with 
loop captain Jay Tullis. Tullis’ speedo- 
meter read right on and Munyon had 
to be content with second overall for 
the second year in a row for the young 
rider looking for his first overall win in 
National Enduro competition. 

District 37’s number one rider and 
Western Regional Champion Tom 
Webb also had five late points and had 
the best special test scores, but Tom 
managed to burn two checks, dropping 
a total of nine points. 

Team Suzuki's Jeff Fredette 
dropped seven points for third AA, 
fourth overall in a fine ride. Most of 
the other “Eastern” riders didn’t adapt 
to the desert very well. Husky’s Mike 
Melton was in the desert for the very 
first time and said he enjoyed it even 
though he didn’t particularly do well. 
Melton isthe kind of rider who learns 
very quickly and I wouldn't be a bit 
surprised to see him come back next 
year and do very well. Can-Am’s Johnny 
Martin crashed hard and sprained his 
back and neck on the second loop. 

The three-loop enduro was challeng- 
ing, even the normally “easy” first loop 
was tight, rocky and points were taken 
if any mistakes were made. Only a 
nine minute break between loops had 
riders hustling in to gas up with little 


time to fix any problems that cropped 
up. The riders that were prepared had 
the advantage. The second loop started 
out into what seemed miles of rock 
fields and tight canyons combined 
with winding, tiring sand washes. The 
first two loops were zeroable with the 
better riders still on the big “0.” 

The third loop was in the hills 
known to the locals as the “sand hill.” 
The Chaprarrals traditionally have had 
their “special tests” to take points away 
from everyone there and this year was 
no exception. The best scores were 
three and two for five down. Burleson 
liked the first test, it was tight with no 
high speed banzai terrain. The second 
was just the opposite, mostly fifth and 
sixth gear balls-to-the-walls desert rac- 
er special. 

Some riders got lost, including 
KTM'’s Kevin Davis who came back 
through an observation check and 
ended up putting three extra miles on 
his odometer at the next check! John 
Fero also got lost and dropped a bunch 
of points. Jerry Counts of Countdown 
Engineering broke a sprocket on the 
second loop so he went out on the third 
loop to take some pictures in the special 
test. Jerry has some very interesting 
pictures of Tom Webb hung up on a 
rock. Tom still set fastest time so you 
can imagine how fast he was cooking. 

Larry Roeseler (Yam) was a 
consensus to challenge for the overall 









win, but his bike broke on the third 
loop, ending his chances. 

Jon Miller rode the UEA D-37 Tuff 
E’Nuff Enduro as a B rider, but got 
moved to “A” and Husky gave him a 
bike to ride. Jon lost just eight points

For 1981 Yamaha has loaded both barrels of their 750 shotgun. Pull one trig- 
ger and you geta V-twin. Pull the other and you get an in-line four cylinder. 
Which ever trigger you pull you get shaft drive. Although both the Seca and 
Virago are identical in weight, there's a world of difference that’s much 
larger than just the cylinder configurations would lead one to believe. Let's 
look at the V-twin first and then go on to the Seca. 


Virago 
OK, let’s get one thing out of 
the way right now. The 748cc 
Yamaha Virago has nothing to 
do with Harley-Davidsons or 
Ducatis or Moto Morinis, and anybody 
who believes that it does probably 
thinks that parts from a 327 Chevy are 
interchangeable with a Ford 302, since 
they're both V-8s. 

No, the Virago is not an oriental 


Harley, and Lord knows that people 
who would buy a Harley would never 
buy a Yamaha, and vice versa, no 
more than people who would buy a 
Yamaha XS650 would buy a Triumph 
750. 

The Virago, like most Yamahas 
these days, is the product of something 
called market research, the same stuff 
that spawned the XJ650 Maxim and 
the 250cc Exciter 1, both being hi- 
water marks in the naming of 








motorized vehicles. 

What Yamaha did was sit down a 
bunch of people and let them in effect 
design their dream motorcycle by 


using clear plastic overlays with 
outlines of motorcycle parts enscribed 
on them. A guy could take this frame 
and put on this seat and that tank and 
insert his favorite engine. Yamaha 
found out that most people liked real 
low seats and semi-chopper styling and 
in-line four-cylinder engines with shaft 
drive, so they built the Maxim and it 
sold like hotcakes. But along with the 
overwhelming desire for that bike they 
also detected a ground swell of support 
for cafe styling, a limited but 
significant potential market, and so 
built the Seca 550 and Seca 750. 








ha 750? 


That done, Yamaha could deal with 
one of the big surprises of the research, 
which showed that something like one 
fourth of the people surveyed were 
interested in a V-twin engine but 
wouldn’t buy any V-twin then on the 
market, Harleys being too expensive 
and too underpowered and too 
vibratory and too unreliable; Ducatis 
being too expensive and too hard to 
find parts for and having such poor 
electrics as to risk failure at any 
moment; Moto Morinis being too 
small and all of the above as well. 

So Yamaha took that information 
and the certain knowledge that 
Americans love shaft drive, fed it into 
the computer in Japan and came up 
with the Virago, an unusual name 
which appears in the Ribald Classic in 
the March issue of Playboy, for God's 
sake. Virago is a name which isn’t 
quite as simple as Maxim, which one 
infers has something to do with 
maximum, (always a word dear to the 
American heart), or Exciter, which 
must have something to do with 
excitement, perhaps sexual 
excitement, also dear to 
the...ah...well, let's skip it. Anyway, 
the dictionary defines Virago as 
meaning, among other things, “a 
loud, overbearing woman,” and “a 
woman of great strength, stature, and 
courage.” That may mean that the 
Virago is a nice bike, for a girl. 

Virago also sounds quite nicely like 
“Volare” as in the song sung in the 
Chrysler automobile commercial, and 
anywhere that fun-loving motorcycle 
enthusiasts gather a modification of 
that Volare theme song may echo off 
the walls. 

Vi-ra-go, 0-o-ohh, Vi-ra-go, 0-0-oh- 
ohh... 

We digress. 

Back to the machine at hand, the 
Yamaha Virago. Perhaps it zs suitable 
to refer to the bike as being over- 
bearing, as in the definition quoted 
above, because it does, after 
all, have overhead cams, cams being 
rotating shafts with bumps on them, 
rotating shafts needing bearings, 
which means that any overhead cam 
engine is also an overhead bearing 
engine, or overbearing for short, in the 
terminology of the criminally insane. 

Back to business. Business in this 
case is, as mentioned, 748cc, 83mm 
bore and 69.2mm stroke. The 
compression ratio is 8.7:1. There are 
two valves per cylinder, intake valves 
being 43mm in diameter and exhaust 
valves being 37mm. Valve lift for both 
intake and exhaust is 9.7mm. Intake 
valves opens 43° BTDC and close 68° 
ABDC; exhaust valves open 80° BBDC 
and close 32° ATDC. Duration for 
intake and exhaust is 292°. 

The cylinders are arranged in a 75° 
V, a wider angle than Harley- 
Davidson's 45° and a narrower angle 
than Ducati’s 90°. It’s 75° because the 
Yamaha computer said that 75° was 
the best compromise allowing room 
for two 40mm carburetors located 
between the cylinders without making 
the engine too tall or too long or too 
shaky. Cylinder angle, it seems, has a 
big effect on engine vibration. 90° is 


smoother than 45°, and 75° is 
smoother than 45° without being as 
long as 90°. 


The crankshaft has ball main 
bearings and two-piece, plain-bearing 
connecting rods on a common crank 
pin, the rear rod and piston and 
cylinder and head being offset to the 
left, which incidently improves air 
flow (thus, cooling) to the rear 





-twym or 


cylinder. 

A Hy-Vo chain on the left side of the 
crankshaft drives the rear cylinder 
cam, while identical chain on the right 
side of the crank drives the forward 
cylinders cam. That arrangement 
allows both cylinder heads (and 
cylinders) to be identical, simply 
rotated 180°, which makes for less 
production and tooling costs. It also 
puts both intakes in the middle of the 
V, but staggered, so the CV carbs can 
be nicely tucked in, the butterfly valve 
shafts connected and operated by a 
single cable and throttle stop (or idle 
stop) screw. 

Valve adjustment is by screw tappets 
on the ends of conventional rocker 
arms. But while actually adjusting the 
valves should be easy enough, getting 
to the intake valves looks to be a bitch. 
They're in the middle of the V, 
remember, and fitting in those 
carburetors so neatly didn’t leave 
much room for fingers and feeler 
gauges. 

The cam chains have automatic 
tensioners and the ignition is 
electronic. The whole engine is only 15 
inches wide, narrower than the ultra- 
narrow Seca 550 engine, which is 16 
inches wide. 

The wet-sump engine is a stressed 
member of the frame, the head bolts 
on the forward cylinder extending 
upward to attach to a hanger plate 
underneath the steering head. Since 
the engine is stressed, solid metal head 
gaskets are used, so to avoid oil leaks 
the valve train is fed by external metal 
oil lines. The frame itself is a giant, 
stamped-steel arrangement forming a 
huge, sealed, hollow backbone which 
serves as an airbox. The carburetors 
are fed from rubber tubes leading into 
the backbone, and back behind the 
engine a foam air cleaner bolts over a 
cutaway in the backbone, near 
where the frame meets the swing- 
arm pivot. 


The swingarm is a triangulated 


piece that attaches to the Yamaha 
monoshock hidden up under the seat 
and gas tank. The left side of the 
swingarm carries the drive shaft, and 
the swingarm pivots on tapered roller 
bearings. 

Monoshock damping is adjustable 
by turning a knob located underneath 
the right side of the seat. The front 
forks can be adjusted with air 
pressure, and carry a single disc brake. 
The rear brake is an internal 
expanding drum. 

The exhaust system uses two 
mufflers with a large expansion box 
between them. The forward cylinder 
feeds exhaust gas through a shiny 
chrome head pipe into the right 
muffler and expansion box, while the 
rear cylinder dumps exhaust directly 
into the middle of the expansion box 
through a flat-black pipe, hidden by 
the side panels. 

Alright, by now everybody is wonder- 
ing when we get to the good part, which 
is how she goes, as it were. Well, to start 
with, we've gotta talk about V-twin pow- 
er, since that's what this beauty is, a V- 
twin. It sounds like any other V, which 
is puzzling. To hear the Yamaha peo- 
ple tell it, this one has an unusual firing 
order. They say that one cylinder fires on 
each (360°) crankshaft rotation. Har- 
leys fire on a staggered pattern (315°, 
405°, 315°, etc.) resulting in that lumpi- 
ty-lump sound. But the Yamaha still 
sounds staggered in firing order (proba- 
bly 285°, 435°, 285°, etc., since it's a 75° 
V) and acts like it, too, It certainly isn’t 
firing like a 180° vertical twin, that's for

sure. 


The redline on the engine is 7000 
rpm, which might lead one to believe 
that this engine is a real torquey 
mother. Just like a Harley. 


It isn't so. Yamaha remember, is the 
company that built all those fast two 
strokes and the peaky Secas and before 
that the TX500, and they believe in 
rpm as a means to power. Which 
means that even this, their great effort 
in producing low-end torque, is a lot 
like their previous great low-end- 
torque effort, the TT500. 


The engine likes rpm. 

It's possible to lug the thing around 
at, say, 2000 or 2500 rpm, but only a 
fool who misses the point and has 





weird dreams about the Harley he 
didn't buy would admit such a thing. 
Anybody with empathy for machinery 
will quickly catch on that this engine 
likes to turn above 3000, is happier 
around 4000 and accelerates its best 
above 5000 or 5500. It accelerates, 
too, about as hard as the Seca 550 (low 
13-second or high 12-second quarter 
miles) with 75% of the revs, and, to a 
twin-cylinder man, a much better 
sound and feel. It cruises at 60 mph 
with a little more than 4000 rpm, and 
is dead smooth at that speed, the 
mirrors perched on the rubber- 
mounted bars crystal clear and the 
rubber-mounted footpegs transmitting 
no vibration. Run it faster and it starts 
to shake a little, nothing like a Harley, 








but more than a Ducati, and more 
than a four-cylinder, but not really 
bad at all, not even up near redline, 
which it pulls in fifth gear easily. 


All the while the shaft drive is 
unobtrusive and non-objectionable, 
maybe being the best Yamaha has ever 
done in dealing with the problem of 
avoiding drive-line snatch and shaft- 
torque-up in a motorcycle. The engine 
crankshaft rotates clockwise across the 
frame, like the XS11 has eight times 
the snatch and three times the torque 
reaction, so how can you figure it? 


Anyway. In the face of low-12- 
second 750cc four-cylinders, the 
Virago is not fast. But it is plenty fast 
enough for actually riding down the

road, and accelerates real well for a 
750 twin cylinder. 

The important part is a feeling 
associated with a V-twin, something 
more emotional than logical, an 
esthetic appeal. The Virago delivers 
that with a big dealer network, parts 
availability and lowest price. Other V- 
twin manufacturers can match one or 
two of those virtues, but not all three. 

So much for the engine. 

The chassis. Should anything that so 
resembles a Honda S65 frame work? 

It does, believe it. The bike handles 
great. The engine is slung way down 
there and the bike’s low center of 
gravity makes changing direction very 
easy, in spite of a 60-inch wheelbase. 
Just a little nudge and its a 
maximum lean, and with everything 
tucked in good, maximum is a lot of 
lean. The suspension set up as it was 
on our test bike worked great, too, 
comfortable on the bumps and even 
little bumps, but controlled on the 
corners, even fast, sweeping corners. 
Lean it in and the first thing that 
drags i is the footpeg on whatever side 
you're leaning towards. Keep leaning 
and the exhaust system on the right 
starts to drag, along with the brake 
pedal, and go further and you're out 
of tire and out of yielding clearance at 
the same time. 


Don't do it. Stop at the pegs. 


We're not sure what drags after the 
left peg. 

Will the Virago have a chance as a 
road racer? Not with stock power. 
How about with the go-fast goodies 
Mert Lawwill is sure to develop for the 
Yamaha dirt trackers? 


No way. Modified classes usually 
allow wide rims and tires, and nobody 
will be able to fit an 18-inch rear wheel 
and wide slick in the swingarm, end of 
discussion. 

Also, shaft drive means no gearing 
available, etc. 

No, racer types who gotta have a V- 
twin should wait for the chain-drive, 
Euro-V, the 920, due soon. 


In the meantime, the guy who is 
tired of nothing but fours from Japan 
and quirks that demand too much 
hassle from non-Japanese Vs can buy 
himself a V-twin with all the 
advantages of a plain Japanese four. 

That is, he can close his eyes, settle 
back, and pretend he's on something 
else with a V-engine. 


Then again, the semi-chopper 
seating position is so awful that maybe 
he won't be able to forget. Sort of 
reminds us of those bad chairs that 











people in research groups have to sit 
in, like a theater chair, too low for the 
table sort of thing. 

Hey, how long is this test supposed 
to be, anyway? Am I done yet? 

I gotta get out of here. Got a date 
with an overbearing woman. Pretty 
nice, for a girl. 

Seca 

For years, Yamaha has been a 
contradiction. The only giant 
Japanese motorcycle manufact- 
urer to sell large numbers 
of road racing machines to 
the public, Yamaha has also been 
the only one of the big companies 
to not sell. a sporting 750cc 
machine. 

Suzuki introduced the first GS750, 
and Yamaha stayed with the highway- 
oriented three-cylinder, shaft drive 
XS750. Honda introduced the 
CB750F, and Yamaha made the 
XS750 into the XS$850 without making 
it faster. Kawasaki introduced the 
KZ750, and still Yamaha plodded 
along with the XS850. 

Kenny Roberts won three World 
Championships and Yamaha 
advertising in the U.S.A. tried to 
compare Roberts’ YZR500 and the 
XS1100, ignoring the slow and steady 
XS850. 

The 1980 XJ650 Four marked 
Yamaha's re-entry into sporting 
motorcycling, but the new XJ750 (also 
known as the Seca 750) is the 
company’s first competitive 
motorcycle in the 750cc performance 
market. 

The engine is based on the XJ650: it 
is a plain-bearing, 748cc eight-valve 
four-cylinder with a bore and stroke of 
65 x 56.4mm. The AC generator is 
mounted on a jackshaft driven off the 
crankshaft by a Hy-Vo primary chain. 
A gear on the end of jackshaft drives 
the clutch. Like the XJ650, the new 
XJ750 has shaft drive. But in spite of 
shaft drive the bike is actually lighter 
than other 750s. 

Yamaha opted for shaft drive 
because market research showed that 
most buyers preferred shaft over 
chain. The obvious advantages of 
shaft are that a shaft is virtually 
maintenance free and much cleaner 
than a chain. The traditional opinion 
is that shaft is less efficient than chain, 
but Yamaha says its shaft drive system 
is actually more efficient than a chain. 
Tests between the XT500 chain drive 
and the XJ650 proved that the shaft 
actually lost less horsepower to friction 
than the properly-lubricated, properly 
adjusted chain. 


The Seca 750 is billed as a sports 
bike and a performance machine. The 
claims are backed up by photos of 
Roberts riding the bike at Laguna 
Seca, the California track after. which 
it is named. 

It is hard to argue at least part of 
Yamaha's claim. In _ preliminary 
testing in Los Angeles, a Seca 750 ran 
the standing start quarter mile in 12.4 
sec., an excellent 750cc time and 
competitive with other sporting 750s. 

Like the XJ650, the XJ750 engine 
makes its best power above 6000 rpm 
and fairly screams when the revs are 
kept up. Unlike the 650, the Seca 750 
has rigid engine mounts, but doesn’t 
seem to lose any smoothness as a 
result. The engine is very smooth. 

The Seca bristles with high- 
technology features. The YICS system 
(Yamaha Induction Control System) is 
seen on a number of other Yamaha 
models this year. When the intake 
valve opens, fuel/air mixture is drawn 
into the cylinder through the normal 





intake port and also through a YICS 
sub-port which intersects the main 
port in the head. The main ports draw 
through the 32mm Mikuni CV 
carburetors. But the sub-port draws 
from the intake tracts of the other 
cylinders. Since the sub-port is small 
diameter, the fuel-air mixture travels 
through it at a speed about four times 
faster than the mixture in the main 
port. 

The high-velocity stream from the 
sub-port creates a swirl directed into 
the cylinder. The swirl agitates the 
cylinder charge, making it more even 
and improving efficiency. 

The Seca has a computerized 
monitor system, with liquid crystal 
displays on the instrument panel to 
warn the rider of any problems. If the 
battery fluid is low, a LCD reading 
“Batt” comes on as a red warning light 
flashes. If the taillight burns out, a 
LCD reads “Tail” and the warning 
light flashes again. 

Even the fuel gauge is LCD, divided 
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into four sections that turn off as the 
tank reaches three-quarters full, half 
full and one-quarter full. If gas level 
falls below one-quarter, another LCD 
reads “Fuel”, and the red warning 
light flashes on. The system 
automatically lights each LCD in 
Sequence just after the engine is 
Started, as a systém check, and the 
rider can recheck the system at any 
time by pushing a button. If the 
warning light comes on, and disturbs 
the rider, he can make it stop flashing 
or even go out completely by pushing 
another button once or twice. 

Then there is the  anti-dive 
suspension. When the brakes are 
applied, brake fluid pressure activates 
a piston which pushes a spring which 
pushes a valve located on the side of 
the fork slider. The valve closes off a 
damping oil passageway, restricting oil 
flow and slowing fork compression. If 
the front wheel hits a bump while the 
brakes are on, the increased oil 
pressure caused by hitting the bump 
overcomes the valve spring pressure 
and forces the valve off its seat, 
allowing the forks to react to the 
bump. 

Using the system, the fork springs 
can be soft enough to respond to small 
bumps when the brakes are not 
applied and still avoid excessively 
rapid fork compression when the 
brakes are applied. 

After all, a sport bike shouldn't 
nose-dive at every hint of applying the 
brakes. And a sport bike should turn, 
which is why the Seca 750 has a 56.9 
inch wheelbase. 

The big question is, does it work? 
Can a bike that comes with an 
onboard micro-computer, a fog light 
perched underneath the headlight, 
dual horns, padded handlebars and a 
cable-operated hydraulic front brake 
master cylinder hidden underneath 
the gas tank actually work for sport 
riding? 

Yes. 

The first thing the rider notices is 
the low (30 inch) seat height. The next 


thing is that the engine makes lots of 


power over 6000 rpm. After revving up 
the engine, slam on the brakes and the 
bike stops better than a machine that 
uses a cable-to-a-master-cylinder-to- 
hydraulic-brakes system should; It 
stops like a normal bike with good 
brakes. 

Except that the front forks don’t 
compress rapidly or slam down to their 
stops when the brakes are applied, 
even if the brakes are pulled on hard 
and sudden. Put on the brakes just 
before a bump and the pop-off-valve 
feature works. The forks don’t lock up 
under braking, and do still respond to 
bumps. 

It has good cornering clearance, 
too. But the rider still knows-instantly 
that he is on a shaft-drive bike. The 
Yamaha is as good at controlling shaft 
drive torque reaction as any machine, 
but it doesn’t feel like a chain-drive 


, bike, and as good as it is it will never 


match a chain drive machine in pure 


handling. 
The Yamaha Seca 750 has enough 
other advantages that the tiny 


handling idiosyncracies associated with 
its shaft drive will not matter to most 
people. The bike will even see success 
on the racetrack, and it seems fast 
enough, even if it doesn’t come off the 
turns as hard as a Kawasaki or a 
Suzuki. 

In all, it’s a brilliant piece of work, 


‘far better than the X$750/XS850 and 


a worthy opponent for the other sporty 
bikes. 

After too many years of semi- 
choppers and no sporting 750cc street 
bike, all we can say to Yamaha is 
“Welcome” and “Domo Arigato!”

It's generally accepted that 125cc motocrossers must be 
watercooled to stay with the competition, both on the 
track and in dealer sales volume. Open class bikes, on the 
other hand, have such vast quantities of power that power 
losses toward the end of 45-minute motos simply aren't 
missed. 

There seem to be mixed feelings on the merits of water- 
cooling in the 250cc class, though. Honda introduced a 
watercooled RC250 at the Anaheim Supercross in 1979, 
and its latest production 250s are, of course, watercooled. 
The bikes that Honda has raced in the first three events this 
year, however, were air-cooled. 

Kawasaki’s past works bikes and all their production 
machines have been air-cooled, yet their all-new team 250s 
are watercooled. Suzuki has stuck to air-cooling their 250s, 
even their latest slim and speedy works bikes. 

Yamaha’s factory 250s seem to be evolving along the 
same lines as Kawasaki in that their present bikes are now 
watercooled and look to be quite a departure from what 
was campaigned last year. Mike Bell was the first Yamaha 
teamster to receive a new OW50 which he rode to third at 


18 Anaheim, second and fourth in Seattle.

The new Yamahas apparently are just trickling in from 
Japan. Bob Hannah had one in his pit area Sunday at 
Seattle; he had ridden the bike (though not at Seattle) in 
practice, but would race the “old” bike, last year’s machine, 
as did other team members. They, too, should be receiving 
their new water-pumpers within the next few weeks, 
perhaps in time for Daytona. 

Whether watercooling is better in Supercross is debatable. 
In the three races this year, Suzuki's air-cooled bikes have 
been acknowledged as the fastest and probably best hand- 
ling. When the Nationals roll around, though, things may 
change with the long 45-minute motos and open courses. 

Attempting to glean details on the latest OW proved to be 
just that — an attempt. Yamaha’s Racing Team Manager 
Ken Clark said, “I can’t tell you any more than what you can 
see externally. We don’t release engineering data on works 
motorcycles.” 

OK, that’s understandable. When you let the competition 
know your trade secrets, they aren’t secret anymore. Why 
let them in on what you've worked hard to learn and achieve? 
What we'll do here is let you look at the Yamaha OW50 
just as we did in the pits.

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Hurricane force 
words from Bob 
Hannah

When Bob Hannah broke his right leg in 
twelve places in a water skiing accident in the 
Colorado river in the summer of '79 many 
people thought that it was the end of the line 


for one of America’s finest ever 


motocross riders. 

But now, almost two years 
after the accident, Bob Hannah 
is fighting his way back to peak fitness 
and form. 

“Right now I want to beat Kent 
Howerton and Mike Bell in the 
stadium races. I am curious to see how 
long it's going to take me to do it. If I 
don't get hurt I'm going to do it, 
because I am going to keep working on 
it till I do do it,” says Bob. 

If that gives the impression of a 


stubborn man, it’s right. Bob Hannah, 
known throughout the length and 
breadth of the United States of America 
as the Hurricane, admits it. 

He has been winning races since he 
was just a teenager out of high school. 
But even off the track the competitive 
instinct shows through. “Whatever I do 
I hate to lose. I'm like that. Gambling, 
pool--simply anything,” admits Bob 
with a grin. 

Not that there is normally a lot of 
spare time in the 24-year-old 
Californian’s life. When he is not 
racing he likes to hunt, water ski, snow 





ski or ride snowmobiles. Speed, and 
the outdoor life, that’s Bob Hannah. 

For the moment, though, Bob's 
efforts are directed purely to the job of 
getting back to the top of his 
profession. It will be a long hard slog, 
but already the Hurricane has started 
in his winning ways. 

He won the four meeting Florida 
Winter-AMA MX Series, and though 
the opposition was not the best 
possible, there were occasional 
glimpses of the old Hannah magic. 

It was eight months after the 
accident before Bob could start to do 
exercises, and seven months after that 
before he was able to race again. 

“I wasn't really ready to ride even 
then, but there was a little bit of 
pressure on me to do some of the 
Trans-USA races. I'd been out for a

season and it was time for contracts to 
be sorted out. No one was very keen to 
sign me because they didn't know how 
good I'd be after the accident,” 
explains Bob. 

The leg still hurts when Bob is 
standing, or running, but out on the 
track it gives him no trouble at all. 
The doctors have given him a clean 
bill of health. 

All that remains is for Bob to click 
into top gear. 

“I'm down right now. Howerton, 
Bell, Sun and a lot of them are right 
above me at the moment,” said Bob at 
the final round of the Winter-AMA 
Series at St. Petersburg. 

“TIl be training for three or four 
days a week till I get back on top. And 
for me the best way to train is to run 
and ride the bike. The best place to 
ride the bike is in the desert. 

“It's where I grew up, and though it 
might not work for everyone it works 
for me. Any kind of riding you want 
I've got out in the desert, see. It's going 
to take quite a while to get good. 

“Since the accident there's been only 
one day that I've felt right on the bike 
in practice. Then the next day I was 
worse than ever. 

“In my time when I was riding right, 
you're not going to beat me. I've never 
said that before, but it's true. If I

wanted to win, and something didn’t 
happen, I could. And I want to get 
back to feeling like that. 

“I never think before a race I can 
win but when I am riding good like 
that, I can make a dead last start and 
it just makes me nastier and I go 
faster. 

“I feel like that now, but_I am just 
not hitting the berms right. My 
timing’s off, that’s all it is. In the 
desert it perks that timing up. You're 
coming up on stuff real fast and 
hitting things and you have to react 
fast. You've got to get it right before it 
comes back down. The desert perks 
you up right, so that when you hit a 
bump out on the track it’s nothing.” 

For now, Bob aims to ride in the 
desert as often as he can. But just 
before the Nationals start he'll be 
there four and five days a week. 

But why, after seven American 





titles, three Supercrosses, two 250s, one 
125 and one Trans-Am, does Bob, still 
only 24-years-old, want to keep 
racing? What motivates him? 

“Not money any more. The only 
time I think about money is on 
contract day. After I sign I forget 
about money. I just think about 
people talking mainly,” says Bob. 

“Just being able to know that I beat 
‘em, and they can’t talk. They can just 
shut up. I hate to hear people yacking 
that I'm over the hill, and I'm this and 
that. Well, I try to show them every 
weekend that they are just crap,” says 
Bob. 

“If I win thirteen or fourteen races 
and then lose one, then people say, 
well, he's finished. That gives me a lot 
of drive right there. Wanting them to 
know who is boss.” 

But though money only matters on 
contract day according to the 
Hurricane it is an undisputed fact that 
he is one of the best paid motocross 
riders in America, if not the world. 

He is naturally enough reluctant to 
say just how much money he does 
make, but does not deny a rumor that 
suggests that in the past his earnings 
have exceeded $250,000 in one year! 

That's a far cry from the days when 
Bob was a factory supported 18-year- 
old with Suzuki. In those days he was 
paid $700 a month plus bike, spares 
and a van to ride in the California 
area. 

But when Hannah wanted to move 
on to do the Nationals Suzuki 
laughed at him, and told him they 
wanted him to stay in California. 

Yamaha, on the other hand, could see 
his potential and from the end of 1975 
Bob was racing for them. It has been a 
highly successful partnership, and one 
certain to continue for at least the next

three years, because Bob has recently 
signed another long term contract 
with Yamaha. 

That put paid, once again, to 
Hannah racing in Europe. But there is 
still a possibility that Hurricane might 
make a serious attack on the 500cc 
MX World Championship sometime 
before he retires. 

“There was a strong chance that I 
might have gone to Europe for the 
next two or three seasons this time, 
because I wasn't able to do a deal with 
Yamaha here in America till the very 
last moment,” said Hannah. 

“If it had fallen through the 
Yamaha factory in Japan wanted me 
to race in Europe.” 

Why has Hannah ignored Europe in 
the past? Simply because he doesn't 
like the place! 

“I don’t like anything about it. The 
food, the motels, there's no ice in your 
drink, little things like that drive you 
nuts. I don’t like the people. I like it 
here in America where everyone 
speaks the same language, and you 
know your way around without any 
problems,” said Bob. 

Bob's bluntness and honesty has 
earned him a reputation of being 
difficult to work with. 

“I suppose at times I am. But I look 
at it this way, if I like someone I'll do 
anything for them. If I don’t then they 
couldn't pay me to do anything for 
them!” 

Bob does not have a lot of time for 
journalists, either. 

“I usually hate them. They get a 
little power, and then they think they 
own the world, and think they can do 
anything, or write anything. And I'll 
tell ‘em real fast to go to hell. 








“If they want to write something, 
then let them write it. I don't need 
‘em. They don’t win my races. 

“I never got any good publicity for 
being a nice guy, or for brown-nosing 
people. I get publicity purely for 
winning races. OK?" says Bob with 
typical candor. 

Not surprisingly, Hannah has equally 
strong views about his rivals. 

“I like privateers more than the rest. 
But Kent Howerton I like and respect. 
I've stayed at his place for a week at a 
time. There are very few of the others 
at the top I get along with, because 
purely I think they don’t want to get 
along with me. 

“It's not that I have anything 
against them. I don’t go out of my way 
to get along with them either. I don't 
think I should. Im not paid to get 
along with them, I'm paid to beat 
them. Maybe if I am too friendly, then 
in a race it might make a difference, 
and I wouldn't want that,” says Bob. 

Of the Europeans that Bob has seen

and raced against he rates Roger 
DeCoster and Heikki Mikkola highly. 

“They are the greatest,” says Bob. 
“In the past I could have ridden with 
either of them on certain days. Now I 
would never brag that I could go tr 
Europe and beat either one of them in 
a series. I would say that in the Trans- 
Am I could beat either one of them, in 
my prime, and I did.” 

Just how “Hurricane” Hannah 
would fare against the current crop of 
European top liners remains to be 
seen. European style tracks Bob likes. 
But until Yamaha can agree to 
terms with him for America, 
European fans will just have to wait. 

Can Hannah regain the sort of form 
that he once had? If determination is 
the key, then the answer is an 
emphatic yes. 

He wants to beat them all, just for 
the satisfaction of proving that he can. 
But his big accident has taught him 
several things he didn't know before. 

“I used to think that if I couldn't 
motocross, I'd die. Well, the accident 
showed me that not only could I live 
without racing, but that I could enjoy 
myself.

“Its perhaps a funny thing to say, 
but last sammer was the best one I've 
ever had. I learned to fly, and I 
bought my own plane. But I had, a lot 
of fun doing other things, and I began 
to realize that whenever I do stop 
racing Im probably going to have 
more fun. 

“I know now that when I do quit I 
can still be real happy, and that’s one 
good thing that came out of the 
broken leg.” 

What will Hannah do when he does 
retire? 

“T'll probably run a few schools, and 
then a few other little businesses to 
make money. I'd like some cattle, and 
things, and I'll just fly around keeping 
an eye on things. But if I want I'll just 
be real lazy.” 

With six years of motocross success 
behind him Hannah is well set up for 
life. Unlike many riders, he has 
mvested his earnings wisely. But

Impression: Moto Morini 350/500 


“Great fun for those not 


addicted to raw horsep

If some of the latest motorcycles from Japan, 
and rumors of others yet to be produced and/ 
or raced are any indication, we'd have to say 
the V-twin is back in style. 


That ought to be good news 
for Moto Morini folks in Italy. 
They’ve been producing V-twin 
sporting road bikes for some 
time, although never really with 
enough machines to produce visability 
among the road-going motorcycling 
public. 

Slater Brothers in northern Cali- 
fornia has taken over western distri- 
bution of the Morinis, and offered us 
the 350 and 500cc twins for an 
impression. 

What we came away with was an 
impression of bikes that liked to turn if 
not fly, were well-mannered if not 
civilized, and great fun for those not 
addicted to raw horsepower. 


Moto Morini 350 


The smaller of the two V's comes 
with an attractive silver tank and side 
panels, a chrome badge indicating 
“314 " on each of the latter. 


Straddling the bike for the first 
times gives you an idea what the 
machine wants to do. The little MM is 
narrow and compact, low to the 
ground and without excess pork. The 
clubman bars and unstepped seat 
combine to put the rider in a good 
position for canyon road twisties. The 
seat is a bit hard, but that's of little 
consequence because we know of few 
people that would want to take the 34% 
on a cross-country jaunt. (However, 


we do know of one Moto Morini 344 
rider who entered and finished the 
Vancouver, Canada to Tijuana, 
Mexico Three Flags Classic.) 

In a manner reminiscent of old 
Hondas, the ignition module is under 
the gas tank on the left side. After the 
key has been inserted, fish around 
under both sides of the tank and find 
the plastic choke lever on each carb 
and flip it to an upright position. An 
electric starter turns the motor right 
over, and it starts quickly. 

It doesn't take long before you can 
head down tahe road, leaving the 
choke(s) on for a few miles until 
everything is operating at the proper 
temperature. Turning off the chokes 
while riding is tricky at first. 

After a few starts, it becomes 
apparent that the Morini 350 could be 
lightened up by replacing the clutch 
lever (itself a very comfortable dog leg 
bend) with a simple toggle switch, 
without affecting the way the bike 
operates. The clutch is simply engaged 
or disengaged; there is no middle 
ground.

As delivered for testing, the bike 
had a mammoth flat spot on the 
powerband just off low end, so you'll 
watch the tach and shift accordingly 
As for the rest of the rev range, power 
is there but not in any great 
abundance. Any Japanese 400 twin 
will blow the doors off the 350, and a 
sharp running 250 should be able to 
do likewise. 

Since the speedo is not going to 
make any sharp moves from left to 
right, forget about watching it and 
look for some turns. Any turns. The 
Morini loves ‘em. All of ‘em. 

Turning is simply a matter of select- 
ing a line and applying appropriate 
lean for the speed and-sharpness of the 
corner. The bike tracks like it was on 
the proverbial rail; neither end shakes, 
skips or does anything rude. Firm 
suspension keeps the bike on an even 
keel, but is not unduly harsh on the 
freeway. 

Riding the Morini 350 in a rapid 
manner means keeping the engine 
buzzing, and that’s bad news for your 
left hand. High frequency vibration 





hits the handlebars, and while the 
right one is partially insulated by the 
throttle assembly, there's nothing on 
the left but a thin grip. Three miles of 
spirited throttle twisting will have that 
left paw tingling noticeably. 

Bringing the 3% to a stop is no 
problem whatsoever, unless you have 
an aversion to using the front brake. 
The forward disc is a fine stopper 
that’s strong and easily controlled. But 
the rear drum displayed little strength 
until rear wheel lock up, and that's not 
the hot ticket control-wise. The drum 
also generates a lot of heat, blistering 
the paint on the rear mag. But on the 
strength of the front brake, the 
machine stops on a dime and gives you 
change. 

Shifting is a breeze with good lever 
placement and short throws. Be 
advised to shift into neutral while the 
bike is rolling because its tough to 
find while stopped. The neutral light 
often came on without the bike being 
in neutral, causing a few lurches and 
stalled motors. Eventually the neutral 
light bulb fell out of the instrument 
cluster. 

The 3% can be basically described 
as a fun motorcycle. It could use some 
more horsepower — road racing it 
against RD400s is a longshot at best — 
but you sure can't fault the chassis. A 
few miles and a couple of corners after 
you've started and you have the 
confidence to go out and attack a racer 
road. Even the freeway interchange 
clover leaf was never more fun. 


Moto Morini 500 

Moto Morini’s 500 probably 
embodies all the old notions everyone 
has about European, especially 
Italian, sporty street machinery — it is 
at once sexy, sleek, posesses superb 
handling and has its share of idio- 
syncracies that at times leave you 
exasperated. 

The big brother to the 350 
practically flattens the first-time 
observer with its visual impact. The 
bright red fuel tank, clip ons, gold 
mag wheels and clean V-twin engine 
combine for a racer-type image that 
unfailingly turns heads everywhere it 
goes. Large Morini emblems on the 
tank and 500 badges on the side panels 
also draw attention, causing many to 
ask, “That's nice! What is it?” 

What that 500 is, ladies and gentle- 
men, is a fine canyon playracer guar- 
anteed to clear any cobwebs from your 
mind as you carve your way through 
the twisties as though training for a 
confrontation with King Kenny. 


While you won't scare any CB750Fs 
or KZ550s down a length of straight- 
away, the Morini 500 can fly through 
the corners with the best of them, 
thanks to light and lowly-centered 
weight, precise handling and a bit 
more go power than the 350. 

It's easy to fling the 500 around. 
Pirellis, a Phantom in front and 
Gordon in back, offer great traction 
and feel. Ample ground clearance 
frees you from constantly worrying 
about grinding the pegs or anything 
else, a good thing because the pegs 
don’t fold. We only grazed the right 
peg a couple of times and never hard 
enough to put us on our heads. 


Marzocchi suspension front and rear 
is taut, in keeping with the bike's 
sporting image. The rear seemed a 
little too stiff for solo riding, though, 
especially around town or on the free- 
way. Combined with the hard seat, it 
made you saddlesore after about 30 
minutes of straightline riding. 

The clip-ons weren't unduly tiring 
in city riding, thanks to the bike's light 
weight, and they worked fine when 
playing racer. However, the pegs 
forever felt like they were positioned 
too far forward. Moving them back

about four or five inches would make 
them feel much more natural. 


When it came to getting things 
slowed in a hurry, the triple discs did a 
good job. With Grimeca calipers all 
the way around, the front offered good 
feel and feedback, though they 
required more pressure than expected. 
The rear brake would surprise you at 
times, locking up under some semi- 
panic conditions. You've just got to be 
aware of it and treat it gingerly. 


Propelling the machine and rider 
down the road is a five-speed, bored 
and stroked version of the 350 engine, 
another baby Harley look-alike, but 
without the 350’s abundant vibration. 
The displacement increase is a 
welcome addition, but don't expect to 
terrorize the dragstrip set. Its power is 
best described as adequate and spread 
over the entire rev range. 


We were unable to derive any sort of 
gas mileage figures since the machine 
was delivered to us after one of the 
monthlies had finished with it and the 
speedo cable was broken. One item of 
note is range you can get from a tank- 
ful — it's decreased due to air cleaner 
placement. The carbs reside under- 
neath both sides of the tank and in 
order to preserve clean lines, the 
factory opted to snuggle the filters in 





cubbyholes pressed into the tank's 
bottom side. 

While this wouldn't normally be a 
problem, it did cause our tester to 
overestimate his gas supply and he 
subsequently ran out while on a 
mountain run. “No problem,” he 
thought while flipping the petcock to 
reserve. 

Wrong. Reserve wasn’t working and 
it was discovered later that the pet- 
cock, perhaps, was at fault. Even when 
turned off, it let the engine start and 
tun the approximately 14 miles to 
work. 

Speaking of starting, the 500 was a 
bear to start if it had been sitting for 
more than a couple hours. For some 
reason, the electric, kick and even 
bump starting failed to light the fire 
quickly. 

Once running, though, you could 
ride away with no hesitation from the 
engine. The only thing that might 
cause the engine to die would be the 
rather sudden engagement of the dry 
clutch. Trying to slip the clutch to ride 
away was a touchy proposition, 
underscoring the fact that the bike 
isn’t a commuter, comfortable in stop- 
and-go traffic. 


When it comes to routine or 
roadside maintenance, don't expect 


too much help trom the tool kit that 
lives under the flip-up seat. For some 
reason, a couple of tools were the 
wrong size for the various nuts and 
bolts on the bike. It'd be wise to check 
them all out and make sure every- 
thing is correct before you are forced 
to use them. 

We discovered this quite by accident 
when making a roadside chain 
adjustment one afternoon. After 
pulling out the tools supplied, we 
found that none of the wrenches fit the 
axle nut and chain adjusting nut 
properly. Also, the chain adjusters 
themselves are on the flimsy side and 
their stamped steel section bent when 
attempting to loosen the overtightened 
lock nut. 

While the Fiamm horn is nice and 
loud, the lights and turn signals don’t 
do a very spectacular job. Brighter 
illumination is needed for safety’s 
sake. In addition, the idiot light for 
neutral refused to stay put and kept 
popping out of place. 

When taken as a whole, though, the 
person who will buy a Moto Morini 
500 will do so in spite of its sometimes 
glaring, sometimes mundane 
shortcomings. Those who purchase 
one will do so to satisfy the desire to 
own and ride something unique and 
good handling. e

Howard McCasland, sporting check- 
ers from head to toe, led to the bomb 
with the group of Smith, Ken Upp, 
and Ed Pierce, Jr. (250cc Ex) not far 
behind. 

Five miles into the loop the course 
went up a rocky hill. McCasland stut- 
tered and Smith, having been nipping 
at McCasland’s rear tire, seized the op- 
portunity and snuck by. The first 10 
riders overall cleared the hill with 
relative ease. The riders from 11th on 
back either battled to get over or gave 
up and went around. 

A light rain fell on the start line as 
the Novices waited their turn to start. 
The rain stopped as Randy Jones led 
the Novices to the bomb. Jones 
lengthened his lead as he got to the 
above mentioned hill. The Amateurs 
and Experts were no longer there but 
Jones rode up and over looking a lot 
better than his classification indicated. 
When the regular type Novices got to 
the hill, someone was directing traffic 
up or around depending on your 
preference. Most riders were a bit 
surprised to find only one field check 
on the first loop, but it was at the 
furthest point on the loop. 

Smith came into the pits first and 
Pierce was second followed by McCas- 
land (Open Ex).

Ex) was fifth followed by first 250cc 
Amateur Chris Crandall at sixth 
overall. 

Adversity must be good for 175cc 
riders. Pete Postel dislocated his ankle 
and tore some ligaments (jumping 
ropes?) two weeks ago. Amateur Tom 
Elias was riding with a broken collar- 
bone also from two weeks ago. They 
were in the seventh and ninth spots, 
respectively. James Vincent (Open Ex) 
was wedged in between Postel and 
Elias, while Morgan Malocco (Open 
Ex) rounded out the top 10. Morgan 
became a proud father this last week 
to a bouncing baby boy. Congratula- 
tions to Morgan and Kathy (nee 
Hopkins) Malocco. 

Paul Baxter was the second 250cc 
Amateur to pit at llth overall. First 
Veteran was Russ Jones at 16th 
overall. Murray Kapko held first Open 
Amateur at 18th. Don Whitehorn had 
the first 250cc Senior at 20th overall. 
Art Knapp held down the first Open 
Senior spot at 28th overall. Duane 
Summers held down first Trailbike 
spot at 39th overall. Duane has been 
racing a YZ80 up until now, but Mont- 
clair Yamaha loaned him a full size 


mount this weekend and Duane 
showed us he can ride it. Randy Jones 
hit the pits first Novice at 74th overall. 
Jolene Payne came to the pits in the 
first Women’s spot at 85th overall. 


The Dirt Fliers ran over some inter- 
esting ground in the second loop, like 
downhills with ledges in them. Smith 
exclaimed at the finish that it was the 
best ride he had ridden in years. Pierce 
motored in at second overall, first 
250cc. McCasland maintained his 
third overall spot even though he ran 
out of gas shortly before the pits. 

Bruce Jones finished at fourth 
overall followed by first Amateur Chris 
Crandall. Crandall ran out of gas 
about four miles before the finish. 
Luckily his dad was right there to give 
him some. Terry Davis finished at 
sixth overall followed by Morgan 
Malocco at seventh overall. Seven 
must be a good number seeing as how 
Morgan hasn't been on a bike in seven 
months. Pete Postel and Tom Elias 
diced the last five miles. Postel could 
not believe that Elias didn’t fall down 
on one occasion, Elias showed Postel 
his flat rear tire as they finished eighth 
and ninth overall, James Vincent fin- 
ished at 10th overall. 

Murray Kapko finished at first 
Open Amateur at 12th overall. Monte 
Lee was first Veteran to finish at 15th 
overall. Don Whitehorn finished at 
22nd for first Senior, one spot ahead of 
Ron Bebo, second 250cc Senior. Art 
Knapp was first Open Senior at 28th 
overall. Duane Summers held onto the 
Trailbike lead and finished in the 38th 
overall spot. Randy Jones finished 48th 
overall, first Novice, after having 
fallen off on the start of the second 
loop. 

You don't have to get first overall or 
even first in your class to have a good 
race. Bobby Charters and Pete Andel- 
man raced together nearly the entire 
90 miles with Charters getting second 
Trailbike Expert at 50th overall with 
Andelman only a second behind at the 
finish for third Trailbike Expert. 
Danny Drew finished first Senior Open 
Amateur at 54th overall after falling 
twice and remarkably for him he 
didn’t even bend his body. 

The second Novice in was Mike 
Logan at 70th overall. Second 250cc 
Novice was Steve Knapp at 7lst 
overall. Mike Jones finished first 175cc 
Novice at 73rd overall. Ed Dazzo fin- 
ished second Open Novice at 76th 
overall. Robert Olchawa was second 
175cc Novice at 85th and Jolene Payne 
was the first girl to finish at 98th. 

Tim Catterall took the overall 
Beginner win.

Keast, Daniel tie 
for CRC Bobcat 
Enduro win

In spite of being the easiest Cali- 
fornia Racing Club enduro since 
1979, the scores proved to be 
quite varied for the 500 riders 


who rode the first CRC enduro of 
1981. 

Approximately one dozen of the 
better competitors entered rode fast 
enough to “zero” both loops. Harry 
Keast, holder of CRC number one 
Senior and D-37 number two Senior 
plates, tied with Rick Daniel (250cc A) 
with a score of 0.13. Chaparrals’ Keast 
(Wheelsmith Mai) hada little pressure 
put on him by longtime UEA member 
Ed “Berzerko” Mazenko (DMG Mai) 
with only 28 seconds lost. This could 
become a year long Senior class battle 
between riders from rival clubs and 
rival Maico shops. 

Second overall on a 200cc machine, 
losing just 15 seconds, was a previously 
unknown rider by the name of G.F. 
Kidd (Go Fast?) 

Larry Woodruff (Doug Douglas C-A) 
lost 16 seconds on the first loop due to 
a mental distraction by the name of 
Yvonne to end up in the show position 
and first Open. Richard Griffin lost 23 
seconds to take second Open just 
ahead of a three way tie for fifth over- 





all. CRC number one Open Brett Tilly 
(YZ465), journalist Brad Zimmerman 
(Open A), and first B Dave Little 
(Open) all came in with 26 seconds. 


Tony Ankerson (250cc A Senior) 
tied with Mazenko with 0.28 on his 
card for second Senior followed by 
Bob Keirns (Open A) on his new 
IT465. The only other two loop zeros 
were Dean York (Open B) and Robb 
Mesecher (250cc A), both coming in 
second in their respective classes. 

In what could be a tight Vet race for 
1981, Bob Pricket took the 200cc A 
Vet class a few seconds in front of Bar 
Benders’ Kurt Dietrich (Open A Vet) 
and Dan Kline (250cc A Vet). First C 
card was carried by Robert Fortier 
(Open C Vet). Bob dropped a respect- 
able 1.66. 

Cool temperatures on Saturday fol- 
lowed by overcast on Sunday morning 
gave riders perfect riding weather race 
morning. Unfortunately it did not last 
as rain began to fall as the first riders 
came in from the first loop. CRC had 
great difficulty in reading some of the 
score cards because more than a few 
riders failed to take simple precautions 
in protecting their cards from the rain. 
Cards are the riders’ responsibility until 
they are handed in at the finish and 
CRC reports that some were just im- 
possible to decipher and score. 

First loop speed averages, mileage 
and course marking were as excellent 
as usual with one exception: Checkers, 
or the lack of them, as many ideal 
checkpoint locations were not capital- 
ized on. Even so, the course was very 
well designed to hold the interest of 








two loopers without making it impos- 
sible for the one loopers. 

The trail led the riders up towards 
Charlie's, through some Bar Benders’ 
rocks, up to Loco Canyon before cross- 
ing the tracks and heading back to the 
pits. The check in was in the Bar 
Benders’ rocks followed by the tie 
breaker on the side of a hill. An 
observation check at the railroad tracks 
was the remaining score on the one 
loopers cards. 


Number two Woman. Debi Owens 
and number one Mini Larry Stefan 
(Suz) turned in flawless rides to tie for 
the one loop overall with no points or 
seconds dropped. Second overall score 
was held by Todd Johnson (80cc B), 
just one second off the winning pace. 

Too bad the second loop could not 
have been as interesting as the first. 
After about 12 miles, the course and 
speed average had one thing in com- 
mon: Boredom with a capital B. At 
the first possible place on the course 
stood the check-in to the only “special 
test” section. And stood it did, on top 
of a hill that could be seen from the 
crest of the previous hill, Riders were 
reported to have spotted the check and 
stopped just out of range for the 
checkers to have read their number 
plates. Very poor check placement. 
The speed average of 24 mph in some 
of the canyons that the Chaparrals 
used in last years National made 
passing difficult in many places. Mis- 
takes put many riders out of the run- 
ning as only 3.6 miles and nine 
minutes wee all that spearated check- 
in and the tie-breaker check-out. 
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Four miles later the course went 
back into the canyons for a short time 
before the boredom started. Another 
excellent check that wasn’t taken ad- 
vantage of could have been in one of 
those canyons. The only thing that 
awoke the riders the last 20 miles was 
the course markings from the D-37 
Prospectors Enduro held the previous 
weekend. All the ribbon and turn ar- 
rows from their third loop remained 
intact to cause some minor confusion 
because, by that time, the CRC ribbon 
and markings were a little sparse. 
After another observation check out in 
the open, it was smooth sailing into the 
finish and dry campers. 

Seeing what happened first hand, it 
is evident that CRC could use a little 
help in both the checkpoint and set-up 
crews. If anyone would like to make a 
few bucks helping out, give Kathy a 
call at CRC at 714/689-6114. Next 
month's event is the annual Candy Ass 
Club Challenge Enduro Mar. 8, where 
teams of 15 compete for a superb five- 
foot trophy. e

Since the American Federation 
of Motorcyclists does not have 
Ontario any more to host its 1981 
season opener, California road 


racers went instead to Willow Springs 
Raceway. Opposite to the previous 








years, there were no factory teams with 
their bikes in a tuning session for 
Daytona, except for Mike Spencer who 
was on hand with his factory-prepared 
CB750F that is used for testing by 
team members. Mike didn’t spend the 
afternoon at the racetrack because of a 
spill in turn four during practice. 
Fortunately he was not injured, but he 
had to pack his machine back home 
and will have to wait until Speed Week 
at Daytona. 

Wayne Rainey, the Expert dirt 
tracker, was on his first road race ride 
aboard a KZ750. Wayne wants to get 
some road racing experience to help 
him in his Grand National point chase 
and went to the California Superbike 
School, as did Ricky Graham last 
summer, to learn the basis of road 
racing. 

But it was a fine day for AFM 
number one plate holder John Glover 
who won the 600cc Box Stock class 
aboard a brand new Yamaha Seca 
550. And he repeated his win in the 
250cc GP race. David Emde (California 
Suzuki of Orange) on a GS750 won the 
750cc Production race while Dennis 
Smith on a Cycle Tune GS1100 Suzuki 
took the Open Production race and 
showed his intentions toward the title 
in that class. 

The Open Box stock race was the 
victory of | Whitney Blakeslee 
(Champion M/C) while Lee Flemming 
crashed in turn two while he was 
dicing with Whitney for the lead. 

David Emde did like John Glover 
and went home with two wins after his 
victory in the Lightweights Superstreet 
race. 

Gennady Luibimsky was the very 
easy winner in the Open GP Class, 
after misfortune struck David Emde 
and the beautiful San Jose BMW 
machine that he will ride at Daytona 
during the Battle of the Twins race. 
David kicked off the carburetor right 
after the start, put it back in place and 
went in the pits to have it fixed but 
then stalled the machine, and called it 
a day. That was too bad because it will 
have been interesting to see how the 
German twin would have performed 
on the hilly desert raceway. 

But by far the two most interesting 
races of the day were the 450cc Pro- 
duction, as usual, and the 125cc GP 
race, won by Danny Coe on a Tony 
Murphy-prepared Can-Am, over a 
very talented and dedicated Christine 
Baur. Todd Brown wound up third. 

The 450 Production race was again 
Yamaha territory after the no-show by 
1980 class champ Pat Eagan, who rode 
last year to victory on the 430 Honda 
Hawk. Howard Monise was the early 
leader in this race, but had to give up 
his position after strong attacks by 
Martin Vogel and Tracy DeMuro. 
Vogel was the winner after the eight 
laps of racing in a very convincing 
way. He never let DeMuro get any 
ground on him, and both riders gave by 
far the best show of the meeting. 

The next AFM face is on Mar. 22 at 
Willow Springs.

Andy Northrup is still a domi-

Dave Evans (Hus) 
was second in the first moto, but Tim 
Krogh was second overall with a 3-2 
ride on his new Honda. 

Mark Flesia of Central Yamaha took 
both motos of the 125cc Pro class. Jack 
Scott diced with him in moto one, but 
then crashed and gave second overall 
to Rick Rodgers (Kaw) over Edwin D. 
Synnestueot (Suz). 

The 250cc Novice class had mixed 
results, but winner Kenny Guyett was 
undoubtedly the fastest rider on the 
track. He was third in round one 
behind Bill Scott (Yam) and Brandon 
Sniederwine (Kaw). But he ran away 
from the second moto while Snieder- 
wine was again second and Scott was 
fourth behind Kit Palmer (Hon).

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Manning, Christian 
manhandle Seattle 
Amateur 
Supercross

SEATTLE, WA, FEB. 15 

An earthquake wasn’t the only 
thing that shook the Seattle area 
this weekend. Action-packed Am- 
ateur racing shook the Kingdome 
Sunday night and in case you hadn't 
heard, an earthquake also rocked the 
Seattle/Tacoma area. The tremors 
were also felt inside, but were from the 
National riders Saturday night and 
again Sunday and from the Amateurs 
on Sunday night. 

At 600 riders, the program was 
long, but remained exciting through- 
out the night with crashes and spills 
keeping the remaining fans on their 
feet. The daring Amateurs would have 
their chances at riding the same track 
as the big guns and it proved to be ex- 
tremely challenging as well as being 
laced with some of Seattle's finest river 
bottom rocks. 

Speaking of Seattle's best rock, 
KISW radio and Pace Management 
did it again with a super day of super- 
cross. KIRO-TV was also there to film 
the action for the 11 p.m. news; they 
were on hand to witness a 250cc “A” 
final with 25 of the Northwest's best 
lined up and ready to roll. When the 
gate dropped, the crowd was on its 
feet. Heat winner Rob Manning on a 
Pro-Link Honda took the holeshot and 
kept it open into the first turn going 
into the whoop section. Yamaha- 
mounted John Christian, Jr. moved 
into second followed by Idaho rider 
Shane Blood, also on a Yamaha, and 
Mike Egberg. 

As the two quickly left the rest of the 
pack to contend with each other, the 
leaders hit some lapped riders and 
Manning went down, leaving 
Christian with the lead which he 
would take to the flag for the win while 
Manning got rolling and gained 
momentum to hang onto second. 
Egberg took third with Blood fourth 
and Kelly Rambo put his Mega 2 
Maico in for fifth. 

The 125cc “A” class was the best, 
qualifier-wise, as two 25-rider heats 
were held to determine who would 
make the final. The top 14 riders from 
each would transfer directly to the 
main. After determining the final 28, 
they went to the start area for an 
action-packed dice. Stacey Thornton 
led the field into turn one followed by 
another fast Larson, Mike, and Eric 
Hall, both on Yamahas. Oregonian 
Don Gores followed the leaders letting 
his presence be known, but couldn't 
threaten the leaders at their blistering 
pace. 

Rob Manning came from out of 
mid-pack to challenge the leaders and 
by lap three of the eight-lap main 
event, had tucked by Gores, Hall and 
Larson. Thornton was getting out of 
sight as Manning literally flew making 
up ground on the fleeing Kawasaki 
ace. Thornton was really gassing it 
hard trying to hold off Manning; when 
the heat was on, Thornton went down 
in the whoops letting Manning by to 
take the lead. 

Cory Klaudt on a Yamaha worked 
his way quickly through the pack and 
soon found himself bar to bar with 
Larson. Larson dropped back into 
fifth while Klaudt slipped by an un- 
suspecting Gores to put the pressure 
and National-style pass on Hall. 





Klaudt couldn't catch Manning and 
had to settle for a fine second as Hall 
took third and Thornston remounted 
to finish fourth. 

John Christian, Jr. fed the others in 
his class to the lions as he went to the 
front for the second time today. This 
time it was in the Open “A” class, but 
Scott Tyler on a Maico wanted to 
change that as the two were side by 
side going down the start straight. 
Tyler couldn't muster the lead and 
second obviously wasn’t his spot as 
Kelly Almquist muscled his new Mega 
2 Maico into second at Tyler's 
expense. Almquist bit it hard on the 
KISW tower jump, though, putting 
him out for the evening. 

Doug Raines moved into second 
then and kept his Yamaha dancing as 
Rowdy Blasdell on a Husqvarna from 
Gresham, OR and Idaho rider Shane 
Blood moved up to challenge the long 
time Pro. Blood held off vain dives 
from three Mega 2 Maico riders — 
Tyler, Emery Woolsey and Joe Knight. 

Christian took another big win 
proving that he’s the one to beat in the 
hotly contested 250cc and Open “A” 
classes in the Seattle/Tacoma area. 
Blasdell and Raines hit some lappers 
halfway through the last lap and Blas- 
dell went inside while Raines was sand- 
wiched between two lapped riders and 
settled for third. Woolsey and Blood 
argued over fourth with Woolsey 
getting the nod. 

In 125cc “B” action, it was nothing 
short of spectacular as 28 riders lined 
up to do battle, and battle is what they 
did indeed. After four four-lap quali- 
fiers, the race was ready to roll, In the 
main were heat winners Loch Names, 
Doug Lange, Kyle Fast and Terry 
Baker. Oregonian Names on a 
Yamaha took the lead with Lange's 
Kawasaki in hot pursuit. Another 
Oregonian, Baker, held onto third 
while Fast lived up to his name by 
moving through the pack at blazing 
speed to within striking distance of 
Baker. 

Names and Lange were checking 
each other out to see who could keep it 
open the longest. Lange snuck by for 
the kill, taking the win as Names took 
second and Fast third as Baker hit a 
lapped rider. Lapped riders took their 
toll on many a rider and presented 
quite a problem to the leaders as no 
warning flags were used. Manning, 
Hall, Raines and Thornton were prob- 
ably robbed of victory because of lap- 
pers at one time or another. 

In Mini “A” action, Brad Halka 
held his Yamaha water-pumper open 
enough to take the win while Wade 
Anton and Steve Oster on a Suzuki 
gave chase, but only after hot shoe 
Denny Fennell developed problems 
and dropped back in the pack. For 
those that were lucky enough to get 
accepted into the event, they got to 
ride the same course that double Pro 
winner Darrell Shultz rode, although 
the track was modified so that the less 
experienced Amateurs could stay 
mounted with a minimum of minor in- 
juries. Riders from as far away as 
Worland, WY and Keremos, British 
Columbia came to ride the event. En- 
trants were also from as far south as 
sunny southern California.

The event was pro- 
moted by the Western State Racing 
Association (who also puts on the le- 
gendary Virginia City Grand Prix) and 
Hadlock's wins put him way out in 
front in 1981 WSRA points. 

Fernley’s damp sand course, thanks 
to a week of snow showers, was in good 
shape for running counter-clockwise 
this trip. The very chilly day was tough 
on spectators but ideal for racing. 
When the porta-potties finally did ar- 
rive, it became a perfect day at the 
track. 

First Open moto, Hadlock flat out- 
ran everybody. Conrad Stitser, on his 
old standby KTM, and Jay Heying 
debuting a new Honda CR450 came in 
second and third. After this moto, two 
of the Pros were disqualified for pit 
riding. So racers take note: The 
WSRA is really tough on pit riders. 

Second moto was one of the most ex- 
citing I've ever seen, Heying banzaied 
the holeshot with Hadlock pressuring. 
Half a lap along, Hadlock bailed on 
some back course whoops, ran 
alongside his bike on one side, 
bounced to the other side to run along 
some more, and bounced back aboard 
his YZ465, all without slacking off 
from WFO. 

Meanwhile, Heying was getting used 
to his new Honda and really cutting 
hot laps. Hadlock finally closed on 
Heying and in the front section right 
in front of the crowd, Hadlock stuffed 
a wheel under Heying and literally 
elbowed his way by. Next corner, 
Heying tried to return the favor, but 
was muscled to the ground by 
Hadlock. The tumble bent Heying’s 
machine badly enough to cause him to 
lose a lap before resuming the battle. 
Hadlock went on to win, Stitser moved 
up to second again and Dan Simonian 
(Yam) picked off the number three 
spot. That also turned out to be the 
overall finishing order. 

Hadlock aced both 125cc Pro 
motos, too, getting something of a 
tussle from Kevin “Goofy”. Truax 
(Yam). Second moto, Hadlock was so 
far ahead he once took a substantial 
soil sample without threatening his
